The fire 
burned down and John attempt 
e l to revive it by pouring gas¬ 
oline^ out of a bottle onto the 
embers. The bottle was nearly 1 
empty, but the gas exploded 
ahd started burning furiously 
wherever it landed. John’s cloth- ' 
mg caught fre and was burning 
his leg badly, but he made two 
trips into the blazing kitchen 
to carry the smaller chidren to 
safety. The kitchen table and 
some chairs were badly huv"‘d 
and the coors of the kitchen 
badly lilistered. A bur \\c of 
winter clothing lying on the 
table still in the paper of the 
store was burned. This was the 
winter’s supplv of heavy jack- : 

Ots, mitts, -etc, and it was ail 
ruined. 

Quick work by nr.'gnbon 
kept the flames in the kitchen 
and the kiddies were rushed im 
mediately to St. Michael s Hos¬ 
pital where they wore rVd r <1- 
v jd to,, but they a:c a 11 ;r;

Wlint may 1*» expected of us this 
year, remains to be seen. We shall 
do our best to meet all demands; hut 
take this opportunity to urge farmers 
to bring their seed samples into {Train 
buyers for forwarding to us at the 
earliest possible dhte, and so enable 
us to spread the work over a long 
season. We are certain to he taxed 
(with - samples!) to the limit in 
February mid March. d». 

Last fall wc announced the installa¬ 
tion of n refrigerating pre-chiller. Tha 

n ;o6o of this was to enable u* to 
n testing early without fear of 
underestimating the germination per* 
rentage as a result of dofmanoy. 
Some samples, as wo have explained 
before, require a sort of ‘rest period;' 
germinating very poorly in thn 
autumn and gradually improving 
towards spring. 

5* By keeping the moistened seeds ml 
u temperature of 60°F. for three dsvr 
(prc-chilliug), the dormancy can bo 
broken. To make sure that our 
machine was doing the job well, wo 
tested 24 samples in November with 
and without pre-chilling. Then the 
follow ing January, and again in May, 
we re-tested without pre-chilKM. 
Results: November, pre-chilled, £0%; 
November^ not pre-chilled,** 
January, not pre-cnilkd, 60 per cent 
and May, not pre-chilled, 88 per eonL 
Thus, our pre-chiller enabled ua to 
get accurate results in November 
which could otherwise only have 
been obtained the following apatng,
